a.  Maplewood Cemetery, Public Art Amenities (9:25-9:45; 20 minutes, including 5 minutes for 
recommendation of approval vote) 
 

i. Background:    As the City of Durham improves public amenities through the 
Capital Improvement Projects (CIP), the Cultural & Public Art Program has the 
opportunity to provide public art amenities for Beechwood and Maplewood 
Cemeteries. For the FY 2020-25 CIP, capital projects are funded through impact 
fees, enterprise funds, grants, the capital project fund, pay-go funding, and debt 
financings.

here.  Based on the needs of the cemetery through on-site staff feedback, 
Beechwood will feature art-informed benches near the main entrance, and 
Maplewood will feature handrails for the space where ashes of passed loved 
ones may be laid to rest. The public art amenities will provide appropriate 
upgrades for residents of the community and visitors of the cemeteries. In order 
to provide the artists’ with a vision and themes, we are asking residents and 
visitors to share your stories of Beechwood Cemetery and Maplewood 
Cemetery. Artists will be selected from the Pre-Qualified Artists Registry by a 
panel of community members, groundskeepers, cemetery administrative staff, 
and Public Art Committee members.
